It  seems  only  yesterday  that  72  first 
graders  received  their  first  taste  of  school 
life.  After  the  first  day  or  two  we  got  used 
to  it  unde  r the  guidance  of  our  teachers, 
Mis  s Mary  Edwards  and  Mrs . Charles 
Stepp.  We  were  promoted  to  the  second 
grade  as  very  brilliant  students. 

Mrs.  Juanita  Bailey  and  Mrs.  Nona 
Smith  had  the  honor  of  teaching  the  68  of 
us  during  nine  hard  months  of  study  and  at 
lastpromoted  us  to  the  third  grade.  It  was 
this  year  that  we  lost  Mr.  L.  J.  Worthing- 
ton, our  principal,  but  gained  another  very 
likeable  man,  Mr . J.  G.  Feezor.  Mrs.  Eula 
Boyette  and  Mrs . Nona  Smith  introduced  the 
70  of  us  to  the  subject  known  as  English. 
Mr  s . Whilhelmina  Pittman  and  Mrs.  Lillian 
Wall  tutored  the  71  of  us  through  the  fourth 
grade  and  promoted  us  to  the  fifth.  During 
the  beginning  of  this  year  we  noticed  many 
changes;  we  had  decreased  in  number  to  55. 
Mr s . Ruth  Pittman  and  Mrs.  Sadie  Richard- 
son were  our  teachers  and  the  event  which 
remains  the  clearest  in  our  minds  is  the 
first  look  we  got  at  our  new  principal,  Mr. 
J.  W.  Batten,  whom  we  all  loved  from  the 
beginning. 

With  56  students  enrolled  we  entered 
the  sixth  grade  under  the  guidance  of  Mrs. 
Lillian  Wall  and  Mrs.  Esther  Pennington. 
W e had  a very  successful  year.  The  re- 
maining 49  of  us  were  greeted  by  Mrs. 
Esther  Pennington  and  Mr.  John  Creech 
when  we  entered  the  seventh  grade.  We  re- 
alized we  had  reached  a turning  point  in 
our  school  career.  Mr.  Alton  White  and 
Mr.  John  Creech  prepared  the  48  of  us  for 
high  school. 


Fourty-nine  students  came  into  the 
high  school  halls  to  find  that  everything  was 
completely  diffe  rent  from  any  school  routine 
we  had  ever  known.  We  were  a little  green 
at  first  in  getting  accustomed  to  our 
surroundings , and  to  the  routine  of  chang- 
ing classes  but  quickly  got  wise  to  the  idea 
with  the  help  of  Mr.  Horace  Thorne. 

Mr.  Alvin  Narron  Jr.  directed  44  soph- 
omores through  the  tenth  grade  and  pre- 
pared us  for  our  Junior  Year. 

Our  Junior  Year  was  a series  of  ex- 
citing events  along  with  our  studies . The 
high-lights  of  our  Junior  Year  were  our 
Junior  Play,  the  Junior-Senior  Banquet  with 
which  we  honored  the  Seniors  of  1 956-57, 
and  as  a climax  of  the  year,  the  37  of  us, 
along  with  the  Seniors  made  that  long  await- 
ed trip  to  New  York.  The  trip  will  linger 
in  our  minds  as  one  of  the  biggest  high- 
lights of  our  school  career. 

At  last,  we  were  dignified  Seniors  and 
this  made  the  34  of  us  want  to  shout  with 
glee.  Shortly  after  the  year  began,  we  re- 
ceived our  class  rings,  and  on  December  5, 
1 957  we  gave  the  Senior  Play.  In  the  early 
spring  of  1 958  the  Juniors  honored  us  with 
a banquet,  which  shall  linger  in  our  minds 
as  one  of  our  most  precious  memories , 
Monday  night,  May  26,  1 958,  34  Seniors  re- 
ceived their  diploma  from  our  principal 
Mr.  J.  W.  Batten.  To  Mr.  Batten  and  the 
entire  school  faculty,  we  are  indeed  thank- 
ful for  everything  that  they  have  helped  us 
to  a c c o m p 1 i s h , but  to  Mis  s Betsy  Tyson, 
who  was  our  Junior  and  Senior  Sponsor,  we 
leave  the  greatest  amount  of  appreciation.
